VITAL STATISTICS. 


Parents and others are requested to carefully examine 
the following lists and if any errors or omissions are dis- 
covered report them at once to the town clerk, that the record 
may be corrected, as it is of importance that the record of 
Vital Statistics should be complete. Herewith are extracts 
from the General Laws of Massachusetts, Chapter 46. 


Section 8. Every physician, or hospital medical officer 
registered under Section nine of Chapter one hundred and 
twelve, in this chapter called officer, shall keep a record of 
the birth of every child in cases of which he was in charge, 
showing date and place of birth, the name, if any, of the child, 
its sex and color, the name, age, birthplace, occupation and 
residence (including the street number, if any) of each 
parent, the maiden name of the mother and the name of the 
physician or officer, if any, personally attending the birth. 
If the child is illegitimate, the name of and other facts 
relating to the father shall not be set forth except upon 
written request of. both the father and mother. Said physi- 
cian or officer shall, within fifteen days after such birth, mail 
or deliver to the clerk or register of the town where such 
birth occurred, a report stating the facts herein above re- 
quired to be shown on said record and also the said written 
request, if any; provided, that if said report is not so made 
within forty-eight hours after such birth, said physician or 
oiticer shall, within said forty-eight hours, mail or deliver to 
said clerk, or registrar a notice stating the date and place of 
the birth, the street number, if any, the ward number, if in 
a city, and the family name. Upon presentation to him of a 
certificate of the town clerk stating that any such birth has 
been duly reported, the town treasurer shall pay to such physi- 
cian or officer a fee of twenty-five cents for each birth so re- 
ported. Any physician or any such officer violating any 
provision of this section shall forfeit not more than twenty- 
five dollars. 
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Section 4. A member or servant of a family in which 
a child is born, having knowledge of the facts required for 
record relative to such births, shall furnish the same upon 
request of the clerk of the town where such child was born 
or its parents reside, or of any person authorized by him. 
Such member or servant refusing to furnish such facts 
shall be punished by fine not exceeding ten dollars. 


Section 6. Parents, within forty days after the birth ot 
a child, and every householder, within forty days after a 
birth in his house, shall cause notice thereof to be given to 
the clerk of the town where such child is born. Every 
householder in whose house a death occurs and the oldest 
next of kin of a deceased person in the town where the death 
occurs shall, within five days thereafter, cause notice there- 
of to be given to the board of health.

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FORTY-NINTH ANNUAL REPORT 


OF 


PARK COMMISSIONERS 
FOR THE YEAR ENDED DECEMBER 831, 1947. 


During the year 1947, the Park Commissioners completed 
the work on the tennis courts begun late in 1946. The grass 
plots, between the playing surfaces and the wire screening 
surrounding the courts, was removed, and all the surfaces 
were completely recovered with new clay. The result is that 
the Town of Hopedale has three tennis courts which, in the 
opinion of the Park Commissioners, will be equal to any after 
another season of regular rolling and care for their surfaces. 
Although the work on the courts was not completed until late 
in the spring, the courts were used extensively during the 
summer and fall, and interest in the sport appeared to be 
high. 


Mr. F. C. Miner reports that interest in swimming re- 
mained at a high level during the summer months. Minor 
improvements were made during the year in the bathhouse 
facilities and the sandy bottom in the bathing area was ex- 
tended further out into the pond. The annual swimming meet 
showed evidence of the splendid work done among the children 
by Mr. Miner. For the first time, an adult swimming class in 
beginners was put into effect with a comparatively large at- 
tendance. 


The Park Commissioners purchased a jeep, with a power 
take-off, early in the spring of the year. The jeep, together 
with a large gang-mower also purchased, seemed to be the 
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solution to the problem of maintaining the various pieces of 
property under the supervision of the Park Commissioners up 
to past standards, and at the same time to allow the caretak- 
ers sufficient time to maintain the standards for the tennis 
courts and ball diamond. The jeep is also of considerable help 
in tending to various duties in the woods, as the 24-hour fire 
patrol maintained in the dry spell of October proved. 


During the latter part of the year, the services of an ex- 
perienced forester were obtained to make a survey of the 
woodlands. This has been mentioned in prior years, and up 
to now it has been impossible to obtain the desired services. 
The Park Commissioners now have before them a long-range 
plan of fire prevention and woodland beautification which will 
be put into effect as soon as the necessary labor can be se- 
cured. The preliminary work has been scheduled to start in 
the Spring of 1948, and will be mainly concerned with fire pre- 
vention. It will be done in conjunction with the needs of the 
Fire Department, with various inaccessible parts of the wood- 
lands being opened up to fire-fighting equipment. At a later 
date, work on the thinning of various stands of timber and the 
planting of certain desirable species, will be undertaken.

No pupil may enter the first grade unless he will be six 
years old on or before October first. 


No pupil may enter the kindergarten unless he will be five 
years old on or before October first. 


When a child first enters the public schools of the town 
he must present a birth certificate and a vaccination certifi-

Any pupil who has been out of school on account of any 
contagious disease shall not return to school unless he has se- 
cured from the attending physician or the school physician a 
health certificate stating that all danger of contagion is over. 


The No-School Signal is 2-2-2-2. When the No-School 
signal is sounded at 7.30 A. M., it closes all the schools for the 
day. When the No-School signal is sounded at 12.30 P. M., 
it closes the elementary schools for the afternoon. An effort 
will be made to have the signal announced also on radio sta- 
tions WTAG and WBZA. The No-School signal will be re- 
served for unusually stormy days when it appears that it will 
be dangerous for the health and safety of a large proportion 
of the pupils to attend school. There will be some stormy days 
when the parents must determine whether it is safe for their 
own children to attend school.

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LIBRARIAN’S REPORT. 


The librarian respectfully submits the  sixty-second 
annual report. 


The past year has seen the usual library activities while 
an increase in the use of reference facilities is notable. 


The South Hopedale Branch has provided a convenient 
station for readers in that district with Miss Caldwell, long 
familiar with the needs there, as librarian. Almost all the 
newer books in the main library bear the imprint of the 
Branch desk. 


Readers for the library have made written reports on 
eighty-two books of fiction purchased from library funds. Of 
these eight have been returned for credit as these were re- 
ported not suitable to the needs of this library. 


Especial mention should be made of valuable gifts of 
volumes donated by friends of the library as listed under the 
heading, ‘“‘Gifts” in this report. Many of these are expensive 
books that give distiction to the library collection. 


Massachusetts library workers are fortunate in having 
the cooperation and advice given freely and willingly by Miss 
Yerxa and her staff at the Division of Libraries in the State 
Department of Education. Their loan collection of non-fic- 


tion is a great help in providing readers with books not in our - 


library. Their buying lists offer valuable advice on the 
worth of newly published books. 


An art exhibit, “Significant War Scenes by Battlefront 
Artists”, in photographic prints, attracted favorable atten- 
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tion. Among the pictures was a reproduction of a painting 
by William F. Draper entitled, ‘““Helldivers on an Essex Class 
Carrier.” 


Much of the success in working with young people de- 
pends upon cooperation with the schools. High School 
teachers have found supplementary reading for their courses 
supplied by the library, and suggestions for purchase of par- 
ticular needs are welcomed. The Junior High students pro- 
vided an interesting exhibit for the adult department with 
models of ships, locomotives, oil wells; with scrap-books and 
drawings and fashion models. The fourth grade at Park 
Street school read for State certificates gaining eleven honor 
awards and nine five-book certificates. Every member of the 
fifth grade at the Dutcher Street school won honor certificates 
for the reading of twenty books on approved lists. 


To the Trustees the librarian wishes to extend grateful 
appreciation of their thoughtfulness for the welfare of staff 
members, of their interest in matters pertaining to the library 
program. To staff members, Mrs. Damon and high school 
assistants, thanks is due for faithful attention to duties.
